Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the rejection of claim 20 as containing new matter because 
of the phrase "rod-shaped cross-section" and the objection of claim 10. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Concerning the discussion of support for Figure 
7, this figure is not fully supported by any of the original disclosure. For example there is no original disclosure of the welt having six 
fastener elements in which all of the fasteners extend toward the core at the same angle. Concerning the cited phrases in claim 1 , there is 
no original disclosure directed to the fasteners applying a force to an adjoining component. 
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
